The Outlook in Europe. 

The political horizon of Europe presents 
at present but few points of prominent in- | 
terest to the outside world. Such acalm 
prevails everywhere as generally ensues | 
before or after the storm. To-day, when | 
the fearful struggle which lacerated the 
heart of the old world during the by-gone | 
years has come to an end, the bulletins of | 
bloody battles lost and won have given | 
place to the more peaceable accounts of the 
general efforts to wipe out, as far as possi- 
ble, the marks of devastation left by the 
war, and we see signs of apathy and the 
need of rest both in the conquerors and 
the vanquished. 

Germany, which “ihe about a year ago 
ventured upon a war whose issue was at 
that time deemed most uncertain, 
by dint of her overwhelming victory 
now has an undisputed right to 
claim the first rank among the powers of 
Europe. Having hurled imperial France 
from her throne of European supremacy, 
she is the undoubted arbiter of Europe. 
But this victory was purchased at a fearful 
cost, and it will take years to heal the 
wounds which even the vanquished in- 
flicted on the victors. Her government is 
now busily engaged in considering the 
claims of those who have sustained mate- 
rial injury by the war, and is particularly 
solicitous to remove the traces of the strug- 
gle from the newly-acquired provinces, and | 
to gain tle good will of the inhabitants of 
those districts, and the result of the mu- 
nicipal elections in Alsace and Lorraine 
shows that it is more successful than was 
anticipated. But, while the German Gov- 
ernment tries to hide the pernicious effects | 
of the war, it uses every means in its 
power to keep up the warlike spirit of the 
people, by innumerable martial displays 
and tnumphal entries, which, while they 
are extremely gratifying to the pride of the 
Germans, serve to keep awake the grati- 
tude of the Germans for the Government 
which enabled them to celebrate such tri- 
umphs, and the hatred for the French which 
was of such eminent benefit for the real- 
ization of the schemes of Prince BisMARCK. 
That the wily minister means a policy of 
peace for the very next future is most 
probable. The immense effort of the pre- 
ceding twelve months was so great that

are being made by the radical democrats 
of France to ameliorate the fate of those 
that will be convicted. The German army 
of occupation, although visibly decreased, 
still occupies the same territory that it held 
at the conclusion of the peace, and the 
frequent bloody quarrels between the Ger- 
man soldiers and the French, which are 
reported, show conclusively how dread- 
fully obnoxious their presence is to the 
people. Meanwhile Taurens is busily en- 
gaged in increasing the efficiency of the 
army, and good judges report that the 
French army is now in a better state than 
before the war. The Prussian military 
system is to be introduced in France, al- 
though many fears are expressed that the 
ardent and inflammable character of the 
French people will make this measure a 
very dangerous one. The French Govern- 
ment evidently means to be better prepared 
for any arising contingencies than the one 
so fatal to Napotzon III. 

While the two great adversaries of last 
year are thus trying to heal their sores, and 
prepare for new conflicts, the English Gov- 
ernment is gradually cutting out the old 
cancers that have been festering in the 
political system of the country. The 
annulment of the purchase system 
in the army is doubtless the boldest 
move of the Gladstone cabinet, done as it 
was in the face of the opposition of that 
rotten old nuisance, the House of Lords. 
It isa measure of very doubtful constitu- 
tionality, but of such conformity with the 
spirit of progress that the vast majority of 
the English people applaud it. Bold as the 
measure is, it is nevertheless comparatively 
safe, as the ministry is sure of a majority 
in the lower house, and can rely on its 
support. 

Russia, after having broken the irksome 
shackles which confined its action in the 
Black Sea, is now comparatively inactive 
in Europe, although the everlasting hob- 
nobbing with Imperial WILLIAM, of Ger- 
many, at the German watering-places, 


presages probably some sinister plan for 
the future. But in Asia the Russian arms 
are being pushed forward steadily, and the 
Northern Anaconda is gradually encircling 
the English power in India, and it cannot 
evidently be long before the two powers 
meet side to side in that country 
The. Russians are already pushing 


into Af, istan, the last bulwark 
Hindostan, and a year or two 


The Austrian empire is too busy with 
the great internal struggle between the 
contending and hostile races that compose 
its population to take any considerable 
part in the general affairs of Europe. The 
progress of a social and religious revolu- 
tion is now attracting the general attention 
of its inhabitants and that of the adjoining | 
provinces of Germany, and its influence 
on the people will probably be far greater 
than that produced by a political revolu- 


tion. We mean the great anti-infallibility 
movement in the bosom of the Catholic | 
ee which is gradually assuming great- 
‘mportance, and threatens to complete | 

— work of Lutwenr and separate the great 
body of the German Catholics forever from 
the Roman church. The fact that the 
most thoroughly Catholic University of 
Germany (Munich) has elected the great 
leader of the anti-infallibility movement, 
Prof. Von DoELLINGER, Rector Magnificeus 
or President, by an immense majority, 
shows what progress this party is making. 
Italy, having become united Italy for 
the first time since many centuries is happy 
in the possession of the Eternal City, as 
her capital; but, like a man who suddenly 
coming into possession of a large fortune 
can hardly realize the idea, and is fearful 
of losing it again, is most cautious in tak- 
ing hold of her prize, and looks around 
anxiously to see whetherany other power 


shows an inclination to answer the cries of 
distress: of the furious Holy See and aid 
in recapturing Rome. The only power by | 
whom such a course might be adopted is 
France, and the ultramontane speeches of 
the conservative Catholic members in the 
French National Assembly have naturally 
created a good deal of alarm in Italy. 
Nevertheless it is not probable that France 
will interfere, if she indeed had the power 
and so the Italians will remain quietly in 
possession of Rome. Nor is it very likely 
that Pius LX. will leave that city and es- 
tablish the headquarters of Catholi- 
cism in another country. Too 
many ties and reminiscences attach | 
the Supreme Pontiff to Rome that he 
should feel much inclination to leave. 
Where would he find such churches as St. 
Peter's and Maria Maggiore, such palaces 
as the Vatican and Lateran? Where would 
he find more rights than he enjoys at 
Rome? What country would be inclined 
to dismember itself in order to establish | 
such a hierarchical State in its midst as it 
took Italy so long to get rid of: All these | 
things make a removal of papacy from 
Rome most improbable, 
such a removal might furnish a welcome 
pretext for secession to some of the more 
ambitious dignitaries of the Church, who | 
might claim that only the Bishop of Rome 
had the right to claim authority over them. 
The young King of Spain seems to have 
erected his throne on a volcano, which 
threatens to engulf him and his 
monarchy at every moment. This dis- | 
tracted country is more harassed by party 
feuds than ever, and from all appearances 
is most imminent. He |

President,and is making enemies every day. 
This is evidently not the age for the cre- 
ation of new dynasties. Prince CHARLES, 
of Roumania, another of these new-fangled 
monarchs, although of not quite so recent 
a date, is no luckier than the unfortunate 
AMADEtS, of Spain, and looks forward to 
n speedy dethronement. 

The other minor powers of Europe pre- 
sent but little of interest. The Sultan is 
again quarreling with the Viceroy of 
Egypt, but it amounts to little. Holland, 
Switzerland and Denmark are gradually 
preparing fortheir eventual fate—absorp- 
tion in the holy German Empire, but at 
present a short grace has been given to 
them. They are quiet, and will fall into 
the net of the great German spide r when | 
their time has come.

You may 
say, and we will admit, that this one leg 
is very stout, and the more it is burdened 
the stouter and more capable it is apt to 
grow; but the surface of the table is very 
broad, and this leg, let it grow never 80 
much, will be unable to support the whole 
properly. First, there will be stagnations, 
blockades, a piling up of dishes, and then 
the table will swag, and one by one the 
dishes will slide off into the greedy hands 
waiting at the sides to catch. 

Take the other end of the line. At 
Nashville, Memphis and Chattanooga we 
find centering numerous railroads, doing 
the business of a vast section of country, 
which require a Northern outlet. To 
them is furnished only the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. 

In addition to all this, Louisville is a 
great producing place herself. She has 
many manufactories, the number of which 
is rapidly increasing. She is destined to 
become one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest, of the manufacturing cities of the 
West, as .witness her unrivaled water- 
power. Nearly all of her trade and her 
productions go South. For all this im- 
mense traffic there is but one outlet. 


To say this ought not to be, to say that 


it is against the interests of our city, to say 
that it needs an immediate remedy, is to 
express a fact so often repeated, so well 
understood, so fully admitted, that it has 
become a truism. We appeal, then, to the 
business men in Louisville to take this 
matter in hand, and to give us another 
Southern road. To them is the greatest 
necessity, to them belongs the greatest 
power, and to them will be the greatest re- 
ward, 

Our readers are familiar with the propo- 
sition of Mr. Surrn, President of the 
Cumberland and Ohio Railroad, to consol- 
idate his road, from Taylorsville to the 
State line, with the proposed Louisville 
and Chattanooga road, thus giving the 
latter line the advantage of $2,000,000 of 
subscriptions. In order to complete this 
contract the Louisville and Chattanooga 
Railroad Company must be formed, and a 
President and Directors must be chosen, 
but before this can be done under the 
charter of the road, $25,000 cash subscrip- 
tion must be raised. Where are our 
HAMILTONS, BRANNING, MITCHELLS and 
Duncans? Let them come forward. Let 
the subscription be raised. Let the con- 
solidation with Mr. Surrn's company be 
effected. Then let Louisville vote a tax 
sufficient to secure the completion of the 
road. 

But if the reasons urged above are not 
sufficient to induce our business men to 
act, there are others. Louisville is not as 
active as she might be in many things. 
She does very little, for instance, in the 
advertising line. Her great rivals, St. 
Louis and Cincinnati, are straining every 
nerve. St. Louis is pushing her railroads 
South, and threatening to take our trade 
| from our very doors. She has annually 
the largest fair in the world, or if it is not 
the largest it is at least so large that only 
the World's Fair surpasses it, which brings 
her crowds of visitors and advertises her 
business in every quarter of the count 
Cincinnati, following suit, in her small way, 
is preparing for another exhibition. She 
has been working all the while with des- 
perate energy to put through her pet South- 
ern railroad scheme. She has lavished her 
money. She has had her agents through- 
out our State electioneering among the 
candidates, and endeavoring to influence 
our elections. Her rapacity is such, that 
she would not only take to herself the 
trade of Louisville, but would sacrifice, in 
order to. accomplish her pyrpose, some of 
our most sacred constitutional rights. 
Moreover, she was nearly successful in our 
Legislature last winter. All this work will 
surely not lessen her chances. 

These facts we submit are worthy of 
consideration. They are well known, they 
are established, and they stare us in the 
face. Will they move us to action? A 
little pluck, determination, energy, will 
build another Southern road. The road 
once established, all the benefits will be 


received, all the necessities supplied, all 


the dangers averted, that have been above 
enumerated. 

Shall we have the road? This question 
our businesa men must answer. We have 
done our part when we give a timely 
warning.

A REPORT on steam boiler legislation made 
to the British Association for the Advancement 
of Science, at its meeting last year, by some of 
the ablest practical men of science in England, 
such as Sir William Fairbairn and Sir Joseph 
Whitworth, states that for every explosion due 
to the boiler-minder in neglecting the water sup- 
ply, &c., six are due to the boiler-maker or boiler- 
owner from making or using bad boilers. This 
committee expressed their conviction that explo- 
sions are not accidental, that they are not mys- 
terious, but that they arise from the simplest 
causes, and may be prevented by the exercise of 
common knowledge and common care, Boilers, 
as a general thing, burst simply from weakness. 
Competent inspection is adequate to detect the 
weakness of the boiler in time to prevent explo- 
sion, whether that weakness arise from malcon- 
struction or defective condition.

Connected with the Breckinridges, 
Prestons, and other distinguished families of 
Kentucky, he enjoyed excellent advantages 
in éarly life, and was possessed of a bright, vi- 
vacious intellect, which made him a most 
agreeable companion and endeared him to a 
wide circle of friends. While a mere lad he 
roamed away from home, a became a volun- 
teer in the Mexican war, serving throughout 
with distinction. His native place was Lex- 
ington, Kentucky, where his father, Robert 8. 
Todd, was a prominent citizen for man 
years, holding various public offices of import- 
ance and trust, at the breaking out of our 
late civil war Mr. Todd took part with the 
South, and was in command of a battery at 
Vicksburg. He was also in command, or held 
a subordinate — at Libby Prison, Rich- 
mond, Va. roughout the war he served 
with credit, at the expense of a vigorous con- 
stitution, which became completely un- 
dermined. After the war he became 
united in marriage at Huntsville with 
Mrs. Sue Williamson, a highly culti- 
vated and estimable lady, who survives him. 
Her first husband was a Mr. Williamson, of 
eee ik 171 who married her in this city, of 
which she was formerly a resident, being a 
daughter of Daniel B. Turner, who was prom- 
inent in finan al eircles here before the war.
